he upcoming DXpedition to 3Y@Z 

Bouvet in early 2018 is an important 
one to get worked and confirmed since 
it’s currently #2 on the DXCC Most Wanted 
List at ClubLog:

It may be years before another operation 
takes place. 


In addition to 3Y@Z, there are many 
other DXpeditions to DXCC entities that 
you may need. How do you determine 
when the best time is for you to work 
them? You can roll your own propagation 
predictions or go to the web site of the 
DXpedition as many have propagation 
info. 


Another way is to visit: 
http://www.voacap.com/dx.html 


This web site has VOACAP predictions for 
many DXpeditions, and is offered by Jari 
OH6BG, James HZ1JW and Juho OH8GLV. 
You input your 6-character grid square, 
and predictions to all the listed DXpedi- 
tions are calculated. As an example, here 
are the predictions for the Ft Wayne area 
(specifically EN7 1kf) to 3Y@Z. 


The color-coded percentages, in sim- 
ple terms, indicate the probability of mak- 
ing a QSO on the desired band at the de- 
sired time. For your best shot, concentrate 
on the yellow-orange-red blocks. 


The predictions assume the DXpedi- 
tion has a 3-ele Yagi at about 30 feet on 
20m thru 10m and a quarter-wave verti- 
cal over good ground on the low bands. 
On your side, a 3-ele Yagi at about 60 feet 
and a quarter-wave vertical over good 
ground are assumed. The transmit power 
for both the DX station and you is 1.5 kW. 


3Y@Z anp OTHER DXPEDITIONS 


Having a more modest station than the 
above assumptions means you may not 
in reality have any yellow-orange-red 
blocks, but the colors will still indicate the 
highest probabilities. 


By hovering your cursor over any block 
gives the color-coded probability, the 
estimated monthly median signal power 
in dBW (add 30 to get to dBm) and the 
probability that the operating frequency 
is below the MUF (maximum useable fre- 
quency). 


Also, hovering over the TX block in the 
second-to-last row at the bottom gives 
your sunrise and sunset times. Likewise, 
hovering over the RX block in the row at 
the very bottom gives the DXpedition 
sunrise and sunset. The concurrent TX 
and RX blocks that are dark tell you how 
much common darkness (when the entire 
path is in the dark ionosphere — best for 
low band propagation) exists along the

path. For example, our path to Bouvet has 
about 7 hours of common darkness. 


Finally, long path predictions are also 
given. Make sure you check long path, as 
there may be some DXpeditions that fa- 
vor long path.

G ready to kick off 2018 with a new 
year-long operating event! 


You may not know this, but your sta- 
tion is in a Maidenhead grid square. The 
entire world is divided into thousands of 
these 1° latitude x 2° longitude squares, 
each one with a unique designation. 
They’re all part of a geographic location 
system adopted in the 1980s at a meet- 
ing of the VHF Working Group in Maiden- 
head, England. 


Unless you are a VHF enthusiast, this 
nugget of information may not mean 
much. But at 0000 UTC on January 1, 


2018, the global Amateur Radio commu- 
nity will be very interested in grid squares.

Winter Fie_p Day Is Just AHEAD 


e Day is not just for summertime 
anymore. Winter Field Day, spon- 
sored by the Winter Field Day Association 
(WFDA), will take place over the January 
28-29 weekend, and it can be a terrific 
time to prep for ARRL Field Day in June. 
The annual event's stated purpose is to 
encourage emergency operating pre- 
paredness in the winter, but it’s also an 
excuse to get out of the house and en- 
joy the great outdoors. According to the 
WFDA, getting ready for emergency com- 
munication in a winter environment is 
just as important as the preparations and 
practice that take place each June during 
ARRL Field Day, and — let's face it — it’s 
not cold and snowy everywhere during 
the winter months. Your local climate 
could be quite the opposite. 


“Don't let those winter doldrums keep 
you locked up in the house,’ the WFDA 
says. “Get out and play some radio!” The 
WFDA said it believes that maintaining 


operating skills should not be limited to 
fair-weather scenarios. 


The event, which got its start in 2007, is 
not restricted to North America. All Ama- 
teur Radio operators around the world are 
invited to participate, and there are three 
entry categories — indoor, outdoor, and 
home. The rules are similar to those for 
ARRL Field Day. Operation will take place 
on all HF bands except 12, 17, 30, and 60 
meters, as well as on VHF, UHF, and satel- 
lite. The event runs 24 hours. US and Ca- 
nadian stations exchange call sign, oper- 
ating category, and ARRL or RAC section. 


The WFDA encourages both group 
and solo operation, and if you're not up 
for an outdoor winter adventure involv- 
ing Amateur Radio, you can operate from 
the comfort of your shack. As the WFDA 
says on its Facebook page, “The object is 
winter fun!”
